@5 backbone of our society. 

There. is something about 
discipline that everyone admires. No 
one likes to see an unruly child. 
There is little respect for a lawless 
man, most*of the people in our nation 
believe in law aid order. 

God is looking for men who will 
obey him. Every living thing that God 
made obeys him, with the exception 
of man, who has had a rebellious spirit 
since his fall in the garden of Eden. 
If you will remember, a mule was 
obedient to God when God spoke 
through him to Balaam. Also, God 
made a large fish that obeyed him 
and went to the spot God commanded 
so as to receive Jonah when he was 
thrown overboard. The fish obeyed 
God. and saved a man who was dis- 
obedient to God. God spoke to a raven 
to take fresh meat in its mouth to the 
prophet, Elijah, at the Brook Cherith. 
He was told of God not to eat the 
meat but to deliver it to the man of 
God, and the bird obeyed God. God 
spoke to the waters of the River Jor- 
dan and they parted. On the Sea of 
Galilee Jesus spoke to the winds and 
the waves. and said, “Peace be still,” 
and they obeyed. And God is looking 
now for men who will obey him, be- 
cause obedience is better than sacri- 
fice. 

We are living in a time when men 
want to see miracles and great won- 
ders done, but the only way we can 
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see miracles and «s is for us to 
become obedient vo the Master. In 
Cana of Galilee there stood one day 
a group of servants at a wedding. 
There was no wine to give the guests. 
Jesus spoke to the servants and told 
them to fill six large waterpots with 
water. They did not question him — 
they did not ask him, “Why water, 
when they want wine?” They filled 
the waterpots to the brim and the 
water became wine. Not only were 
thes hearts and lives of those who 
drank blessed, but the hearts of those 
that obeyed him were blessed and 
hearts are still being blessed today as 
this account of obedience is read. 
Joshua and the children of Isreal 
stood before the walled city of Jer- 
icho. God commanded his people to 
walk around the walls of the city once 
each day for six days. They were not 
to shout or blow the trumpets. Some 
disobedient-spirited people could have 


said, “We don’t see any sense in that, . 


we won't ever get anything done that 
way, it’s the wrong way.” But they 
didn’t, they wanted to obey the God 
of Miracles. So they marched around 
once the first day, once the second, 
once the third, the fourth, the fifth 
and the sixth. Then on the seventh 
day, God’s day, he commanded 
them to march around seven times and 
on the seventh time around they were 
to blow the trumpets, shout and praise 
God as they had never praised him 
before. They obeyed and God per-

formed the miracle. 

Some years ago I held a meeting in 
Glendale, Arizona. It was during the 
days of the depression and money was 
hard to get. God spoke to me and said 
he wanted a church in Yuma, Arizona 
and that he wanted me to give $100 to 
start a work there. But I didn’t have 
$100 and God knew that, and I re- 
minded God that ‘I couldn't give it 
because I didn’t have it. But God 
showed me many ways I could get 
the money to give to Yuma. One way 
was that I could give them $15 a 
month or, if I trusted him, I might 
give more. So, on my face, weeping 
before God, I promised him that I 
would see that Yuma got $100 out of 
my pocket to start a church. The next 
day I got a letter from a man who 
told me he wanted to help me while 
I was working in Arizona. He said he 
was going to send me $50 a month as 
long as I was working in Arizona. 
Then I sought God more about the 
work in Yuma. I got reckless, I told 
God I was going to give him $100 out 
of my offering that Sunday night. 
When I told some of my close minis- 
tering friends what God had led me 
to do, they said my offering wouldn't 
be over $25, but I said I only knew 
what God wanted me to do. That 
Sunday night, in the days of depres- 
sion, when it would have been good 
if I had received $25 for the week 
(the usual being about $18 a week)

CHURCH EXTENSION FELLOW- 
SHIP. WE HAVE CHOSEN AS OUR 
PANELISTS K. M. HAYSTEAD, 
PASTOR OF PORTLAND'S FIRST 
ASSEMBLY OF GOD AND FOUND- 
ER OF C.E.F.; J. L. GERHARDT, 
DISTRICT SECRETARY - TREAS- 
_ URER; R. A. WILSON, PRESENT 
DIRECTOR OF C.E.F. AND DIS- 
TRICT ASSISTANT SUPERINTEN- 
DENT AND LEONARD PALMER, 
DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENT. 


MODERATOR: Wuat Is CHURCH EXTEN- 
SION FELLOWSHIP? 


GERHART: C.E.F. is a fellowship of 
God’s people working together to 
build new Assembly of God Churches 
in areas where the population is in- 
creasing very rapidly. 


HAYSTEAD: Church Extension Fel- 
lowship is a cooperative effort to 
spread responsibility.By many small 
contributors pooling their little con- 
tribution toward a common objective, 
large and effective work is accom- 
plished. It is a simple means of active 
sharing in the great program of ex- 
pansion to which the church has been 
committed since the days of the Sav- 
ior and the declaration of the Great 
Commission. 


WILSON: Church Extension Fol- 
lowship is a plan for reaching the 
large new residential developments in 
our District. The very nature of these 
areas demands a different approach 
for starting churches. There are no 
buildings to be rented so that money 
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must be raised on a District-wide 
basis to buy property and _ build 
churches. 


MODERATOR: BasICALLY, WHAT IS THE 
PURPOSE OF C.E.F.? 


HAYSTEAD: The purpose of Church 
Extension is to do collectively what 
no individual or group can do alone. 
It is designed to establish a new 
church in a new community where 
there is an opportunity and no immed- 
iate means available to do the job. 
By concentrating on one project at a 
time — and everyone doing their small 
part — their objective is realized. 


PALMER: As I understand it the 
basic purpose of C.E.F. is to make it 
possible for many who can give some- 
thing to make their little count big 
for God by providing a gift for pur- 
chase of property for a new church in 
a strategic area where there is now 
no church or where the group start- 
ing there is too small to undertake 
such a purchase on its own, 


GERHART: 


In these communities it 
is impossible to rent a store front, put 
up a tent or construct a tabernacle be- 
cause of city laws. It is therefore 
necessary that funds be provided to 
buy property. These funds come from 
the members of the fellowship, each 
contributing $2.00 each time a new 
church is' built. 


MODERATOR: Wuat was C.E.F. ac- 
COMPLISHED IN OUR DISTRICT THUS FAR? 


WILSON: Two churches have been 
built so far. The present call for Fre- 
mont is the third. The first project 
was for San Bruno. As a result of the 
C.E.F, fund we now have a good 
strong church which is making con- 
tributions to both Home and Foreign 
Missions. The second project at North- 
land has in two months time reached 
an attendance of 44 in Sunday School 
and $200 per month income. We be- 
lieve in a few months we will have a 
good strong church in this commun- 
ity which without a District-wide ef- 
fort would have no church. 


HAYSTEAD: (C.E.F. has accomplished 
the establishment of a church in San 
Bruno. This was a “rescue work” — 
for the work had been under way for 
years but lacked strength enough to 
stabilize itself. In the San Bruno pro- 
ject it was proved that the C.E.F. 
idea would work. The new — and_ 
more successful venture in Marin 
county is further proof of the sound- 
ness of the “shared responsibility” 
theory. 


MODERATOR: Wat Is THE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN CHURCH EXTENSION FELLOW- 
SHIP AND CHuRCH EXTENSION PLAN? 


GERHART: Church Extension Plan

the many participating districts. The 
program’ provides a money raising 
program to improve or _ construct 
church buildings. The money comes 
principally from the members of the 
local congregation that is with Church 
Extension Plan, The money is raised 
on a subscription basis. It is not a gift 
but an investment with certain insur- 
ance benefits. The District C.E.P. re- 
presentative, E. Wm. Anderson is em- 
ployed by the national organization 
and works in conjunction with the 
District Office but is not employed 
by the District Office, It has been my 
pleasure to serve as the Director and 
Treasurer of C.E.P., therefore, I know 
about its organization. I am happy to 
recommend this fine program. C.E.F. 
differs from C.E.P. in that it is a gift 
program where several. thousand 
members of the fellowship each con- 
tribute $2.00 for the purpose of buy- 
ing property in new communities 
where a new Assembly can be con- 
structed, 


HAYSTEAD: C.E.F. is basically dif- 
ferent from C.E.P. in major objective. 
One (the first) is designed to assist 
areas that have NO strength and 
would have no church without such 
help. C.E.P. is an excellent expansion 
finance program designed to help 
those who have some strength and can 
help themselves, One is a philanthro- 
pic type — a free gift. The other is a 
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good sound business proposition. Both 
have their place. 


WILSON: Church Extension Fel- 
lowship is under the direct supervision 
of the Home Missions Department of 
this District. It is a definite Home 
Missions program. 

Church Extension Plan started in 
Oregon as a plan to help finance 
churches large or small. It is not a 
Home Missions program in the true 
sense of the word. While our District 
has authorized its use, it is not pri- 
marily a District program. 


MODERATOR: Has C.E.F. RUN IT'S 
COURSE OR DO YOU THINK THERE IS A 
FUTURE FOR IT? 


PALMER: I think it has barely got- 
ten off the ground. It’s future will be 
great in our District. 


HAYSTEAD: ‘That's my opinion too. 
C.E.F. has just begun — and each suc- 
ceeding project will prove to encour- 
age the people and increase the scope 
of the program. 

GERHART: I agree. I think that 
C.E.F. is just getting started. I think 
that we should buy property wherever 
it is available and before it gets any 
higher for the purpose of constructing 
future Assembly of God Churches. 


MODERATOR: How many churches per 
year do you think we should attempt

It 
will edify us to ponder what the scrip- 
tures teach about words. 


Are our words gracious? The words 


that Jesus spoke were gracious words.. 


He is our example, “And all bare him 
witness, and wondered at the gracious 
words which proceeded out of His 
mouth.” First, then, God grant that 
our words may be gracious. “Let 
your speech be always with grace.” 
Col. 4:6 


Do our words carry refreshing, like 
the morning dew? Long ago, school- 
ed in the quietness of the desert where 
he held communion with God, and 
beheld the burning bush, Moses was 
able to declare that the words he 
spoke carried the refreshing moisture 
of heaven. “My speech shall distil as 
the dew, as the small rain upon the 
tender herb, and as the showers upon 
the grass.” May our words carry life 
and refreshing also.

ed. And the cloud departed from off 
the tabernacle; and behold Miriam be- 
came leperous, white as snow.” It 
was the words of Moses, in earnest 
prayer, that led to her deliverance. 
“Heal her now O God, I beseech 


thee!” The words of one brought 
sickness. The words of the other 
brought healing. Proverbs 18:21, 


“Death and life are in the power of 
the tongue.” How do you and I use 
our words? Of Solomon’s virtuous 
woman (Prov. 31:26), we read: “She 
openeth her mouth with wisdom, and 
in her tongue is the law of kindness.” 


Our words may betoken the value 
of today. Elijah, on Mount Carmel, 
was a ‘this day” prophet. “Let it be 
known this day,” he cried, “that thou 
art God in Israel.” Deborah the val- 
iant had the same perception. “Up!” 
she cried, “for this is the day” of de- 
liverance. In both cases, God an- 


ing words of faith and expectancy, 
and not words that tear down?

If we read Genesis 1, we will find 
over and over the statement, “And 
God said,” and farther on this sequel, 
“And it was so.” We too may speak 
of faith, which God Himself will vin- 
dicate, like the prophets of old. Or on 
the other hand, it may be said of us, 
“thy speech betrayeth thee,” and like 
Gehazi of old, who merely stated, 
“The child is not awakened,” we may 
quite miss the mark. Or we may per- 
sist in faith like Elisha, who with shut 
door “prayed unto the Lord,” until the 
child sneezed seven times and opened 
his eyes, Words? How we use them 
discloses our secret soul. 


We do not have many of the words 
of Mary, the mother of Jesus, record-

“MY SPEECH SHALL DISTIL AS THE DEW, AS THE SMALL RAIN UPON THE TENDER 
HERB, AND AS THE SHOWERS UPON THE GRASS.” 


Our words are heard of the Lord, 
and of them it may be said that they 
please the Lord. We read, “Solomon's 
speech pleased the Lord.” It’s humil- 
ity. It’s lack of covetousness. God 
granted him the wise and understand- 
ing heart for which he asked, and oth- 
er blessings for which he did not ask. 


Our speech may be sound, and the 
words spoken in love. “Sound speech 
that cannot be condemned.” “Speak 
the truth in love.” 


Our speech can shut up heaven, or 
open the heavens. Miriam’s complain- 
ing and murmuring caused sorrow and 
loss to all the camp of God’s people, 
and delayed their onward march for 
a whole week. “And the anger of the 
Lord was kindled . . . and he depart- 
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swered faith, and immediate victory 
was given. For Elijah we read, “Then 
the fire of the Lord fell and con- 
sumed. . .”, and in Deborah's case we 
read, “So God subdued on that day 
_.. the king of Canaan.” In fact all 
of her words were most strong and 
valiant, betokening a heroic vision, 
till her closing words: “Let them that 
love him be as the sun when he goeth 
forth in his might.” Not as the stars, 
nor the moon, but be as the sun in 
his strength, exhorted Deborah. 


Our very words may be a strength, 
or they may be a snare to us. “Thou 
art snared with the words of thy 
mouth, thou art taken with the words 
of thy mouth,” proclaimed Solomon. 
Do we grasp the importance of speak- 


ed for us, but those we have are very 
precious.

to build with our C.E.F. program? 


WILSON: Not less than four. I feel 
a call could and should be made each 
quarter. 

HAYSTEAD: 


Since the beginning of 
the C.E.F. idea, I have always be- 
lieved that it would ultimately be pos- 
sible to build four C.E.F. units a year. 
I don’t think, however, that this will 
come immediately but should be the 
goal. One unit this year — two next — 
three, the next — and finally four a 
year! It IS possible! 

PALMER: That may vary with con- 
ditions. The original goal“ was to be 
one every quarter or four each year. 
I think this would be a maximum. 
End. 
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_ “What is the best way to find the Lord’s 
will for your life?” 

Three questions have been received 
on this subject. Perhaps the most 
concise answer is found in George 
Mueller’s plan for finding divine guid- 
ance: (1). An obedient heart; (2). 
The will of God in His Word; (3). 
Providence; (4) Prayer; (5). Judg- 
ment and a mind “at peace.” 

“In seeking God’s will for your life is 
it wrong to ask for a sign?” 

We believe that the Scriptures in- 
dicate that we should not depend upon 
just one witness or sign for leadings. 
It is a Scriptural principle that “in the 
mouth of two or three witnesses” shall 
every word be established. In seek- 
ing to discover the will of God, more 
than one factor should be taken into 
consideration. By way of illustration 
take the case of the apostle Paul and 


the Macedonian vision as recorded in 


Acts 16:6-10, Notice the number of 
confirmatory factors present in this 
divine leading: (1) Two definite 
checks of the Holy Spirit restraining 
him from entering certain fields of 
ministry. (2) The vision of the man 
in Macedonia praying Paul “Come 
over into Macedonia, and help us. 
(3) The need in Macedonia. (4) The 
open door in Macedonia. (5) Paul’s 
ability, in God, to meet that need. 
Here are no less than five confirma- 
tory elements indicating God’s will 


- for the apostle, for the record says, 


“immediately we endeavored to go 
into Macedonia, assuredly gathering 
that the Lord had called us for to 
preach the gospel unto them.” In 
other words, Paul added up the var- 
ious witnesses and factors involved 
and came to the conclusion that this 
was the path of God’s will for his life. 

“Why do not we Assemblies of God 
people have an accepted catechism?” 

To “catechize” is to instruct by ask- 
ing questions, receiving answers, and 
offering explanations and corrections, 
especially in regard to religious faith. 

_A “catechism” is a manual used for 
the purposes outlined in the preceding 
paragraph. | 
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In a very broad sense the Assem- 
blies of God people do have an ac- 
cepted catechism, — the Word of God. 
In a more limited sense the Statement 
of Fundamental Truths Approved by 
the General Council of the Assemblies 
of God constitutes a basis for instruc- 
tion in those “truths intended as a 
basis for fellowship among us.” We 
are not suggesting that this “State- 
ment” covers all the ground of Chris- 
tian faith but there are sixteen para- 
graphs which cover much of what we 
believe and teach. 

We would especially suggest. “We 
Believe” by our General Superinten- 
dent, Ralph M. Riggs, as being most 
splendid material for catechistical in- 
struction. 

“Why do not full gospel churches have 
a church school, preferably on Saturday 
afternoons, where the doctrines of the 
church can be taught by way of a cate- 
chism to youngsters from nine to fourteen 
years of age?” 


There is no law that says you cant. 


Any church that wishes to do so may 
develop such a program. It would 
seem that for the success of such an 
undertaking several things are neces- 
sary: (1) Enthusiastic leadership. 
(2) Teachers taught in the things of 
God. (3) Suitable Scriptural teach- 
ing material. (4) The most acceptable 
day and hour for the most people. (5) 
Wholehearted cooperation on the part 
of the parents.

A letter was circulated through our District which 
indicated that one of our missionaries was not receiving 
enough to live on due to the fact that those who had 
promised support had failed. This gave a wrong impres- 
sion to some who believed our missionaries were being 
neglected. 

To make things clear Brother Foote of the Missions 
Department in Springfield, Missouri, wrote a letter to 
supporting churches. We quote one paragraph: 

“There have been months when Brother and Sister 
Wright's designations have been short. However, the 
Missions Department has made up any deficit from 
undesignated funds so that at no time have Brother and 
Sister Wright failed to receive a full budget comparable 
to that received by other missionaries on their field. 
The Foreign Missions Department would certainly not 
propose to knowingly let any missionary starve. In fact, 
when necessary, the Missions Department has borrowed 
money in order to send out full living expense allow- 
ances.” 

Although this letter was written with reference to the 
John Wrights, this principle is applied in the case of all 
our missionaries.
